WASHINGTON UPI — Republican 
House leaders waged what looked 
like a losing battle today to save 
the administration version of a bill 
to legalize use of evidence obtained 
by wiretapping in cases involving 
national security. 
As the House entered the sec­ 
ond day of furious debate on the 
measure, some 
GOP 
quarters 
privately conceded defeat on a 
showdown vote later in the day 
over giving the attorney general 
authority to order wires tapped 
in national security cases. 
Most Democrats and some Re­ 
publicans favor a 
proposal 
that 
would require a court order be­ 
fore wiretapping could be carried 
out. 
However, passage of some form 
of wiretapping legislation appeared 
assured. The only im portant dis­ 
pute centered on the form it should 
take. Both versions under consid­ 
eration would restrict wiretapping 
to espionage, treason and sedition 
conspiracy cases. 
The administration-backed 
ver­ 
sion would give the attorney gen­ 
eral authority to order wiretapping 
by F'Bl and military intelligence 
agents in specified cases.

People Cured Of TB Tagged 
To Live Longer Than Usual 


CHICAGO (<D—-Having tuberculo­ 
sis and being cured of it may act­ 
ually m ean a longer life for a per­ 
son than he would have had if he 
never suffered TB, 
Dr. Harry E. Ungerleider of 
New York said this is one of the 
indications from one of the most 
detailed insurance studies ever 
made of life expectancy among 
people having physical “impair­ 
ments” ranging from heart dis­ 
ease down to ulcers. 
The physician, of the Equitable 
Life Assurance 
Society 
of 
the 
United States, told the American 
College of Physicians that the re ­ 
cent analysis involved studies 6f 
the records of 725,000 insured in­ 
dividuals and 18,000 deaths in some 
132 “ im pairm ent” classifications. 
He said the findings are based 
on the experience of 27 insurance 
companies. 
Concerning tuberculosis, the doc­ 


tor said the survey showed that if 
a person survives five years after 
his TB has been “arrested,” the 
possibility of death is no greater 
than it would be for the average of 
people of the same age. 
“ And IO years 
after 
arrest, 
mortality becomes 
appreciably 
less than average,” he said. “It 
appears that the discipline ac­ 
companying cure of his disease 
pays dividends to the tuberculos­ 
is individual in training him to 
safeguard his health in the fu­ 
ture.” 
Regarding diseases of the heart, 
he said, the study gave additional

Wheat farmers are now authoriz-1 
ed to use a part of their wheat 
acreage for green manure, cover 
crop, hay, pasture or silage. This 
announcement was issued Thurs­ 
day b;, Mrs. Margaret D. Downs, 
office manager of the local ASC of- 
fice.

This means 
that farmers who 
have planted too much wheat can 
still avoid marketing quota penal­ 
ties or loss of price support eligi­ 
bility, or both, by plowing under a 
part of their seeded wheat acreage 
for green manure, by pasturing it 
off, or by cutting it for hay or si- 
age, provided this utilization takes 
place while the wheat is still green, 
and provided such action is c o m- 
pleted prior to June IO, 1954. 
® 
“Any farmer”, continued Mrs. 
Downs, “who desires to take ad­ 
vantage of this provision should 
immediately t all at the county of­ 
fice and indicate the acreage 
which he desires to use for these 
purposes. Any seeded acreage of 
wheat properly used for any of 
these authorized purposes will not 
be classified as wheat and, there­ 
fore, will not count against the 
allotment.” 
Under current regulations, m ar­ 
keting quota penalties are imposed 
on all farms where the acreage 
classified as wheat is in excess of 
the allotment, provided such acre­ 
age is above 15 acres. There are no 
marketing quota penalties w’here 
the acreage of wheat is 15 acres 
or less. 
Price support, on the other hand, 
cannot be obtained for the wheat on 
any farm on which the acreage of 
RA wheat is in excess of the allotment 
for the farm.

A S U B S T I T U T E N A T O ? 


IF THE EUROPEAN Defense Commu­ 


nity plan falls through, Washington plan­ 
ners are reported to have a new alterna­ 


tive to propose. Previously there had been 


talk, mostly in pique, that if the French 
continued to hold out, the West Germans 
would be brought directly into NATO, or 


the U. S., with or without Britain, would 
rearm the Germans unilaterally. 
The former course is admittedly imprac­ 
ticable, however, because it would require 
unanimous consent of NATO members, 
France included, while the latter would so 
alienate the French they might wind up in 
Russia's orbit. 
^ - 
The new scheme tentatively considered 
entails European confederation, instead of 
federation. Most palatable gimmick is that 
participating nations would keep t h e i r 
sovereignty intact instead of giving some 
of it to a central federation. 
But confederation is being kept under 
wraps lest it give the French Assembly a 
ready-made excuse to duck EDC complete­ 
ly. The French generals and politicians 
would eat it up, even at the price of c o n- 
doning a resurgence of a German military 
command. 
Federation was intended as more than a 
vehicle of military amalgamation. Its nose 
was also headed toward economic and ul­ 
timately 
political 
union. 
Confederation 
would change the direction and maneuver 
the situation back to just another power al­ 
liance. In many respects it would resemble 
a junior NATO in disguise. 


SURPLUS SALESMEN 
A GROUP OF 19 farmers will make a 
tour of Europe, under auspices of the De­ 
partment of Agriculture, to explore the pos­ 
sibilities of increasing international trade 
in food and fiber. 
Specifically, ther mission will be to sell 
surplus products which have become a bur­ 
den to the department and farm economy 
in general. 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson h a s 
announced that liquidation of the surpluses 
will be the first order of business so far as 
his department is concerned. He has warn­ 
ed that a great financial loss to the nation 
will be involved, but the alternative as he 
sees it is a total loss through spoilage. 
Butter, wheat and cotton will be the princi­ 
pal items offered to the nations visited. 
Among countries to be included in t h e 
itinerary are France, Italy, Spain, Greece, 
Portugal, Germany, Egypt, Turkey and Is­ 
rael, all regarded as potential customers 
because of economic conditions within their 
borders. 


The dismissal of Marshal Juin of France 


because of his opposition to the European 


Defense Community, the opposition to Win­ 


ston Churchill arising out of the horror in 
England over the hydrogen bomb tests, the 1 


increasing political difficulties in Italy, j 


and the general trend toward neutralism in j 


Europe ought not to be ignored by the i 
American people. The heart of the Amer­ 
ican foreign policy in Europe is the Euro­ 
pean Defense Community. 
A year ago, Drew Middleton, a com pe­ 
tent observer of European affairs, wrote: 
“ . . .The new attitude has generally been 
described as a ‘slow down,’ a ‘cut back* 
and a ‘levelling off.’ More accurately it is 
a change in direction. After feverishly 
seeking divisions, air squadrons and de­ 
stroyer flotillas for three years, 
NATO 
turned, for various reasons, to perfecting 
the weapons it had on hand and expanding 
the logistical basis on which troops, planes 
and ships must operate.’1 
He explained: 
. .Some governments w h i c h had j 
promised their people a return to normal 
conditions at home found that the promise 
could not be kept unless the rearmament 
schedules set at Lisbon were reduced. And 
the economies of some just could not stand 
increased diversion of civilian production 
to arms. But what happened in Paris was 
also an expression of what is happening 
throughout Western Europe—a change in 
the entire attitude toward the exigency of 
rearmament. This is a salient fact t h a t 
must be grasped if President Eisenhower 
and Secretary of State Dulles are to give 
new' life to European defense. . .” 
This warning may have been noted in 
the White House and the State Department, 
but most of our people seem 
unable to 
grasp the fact that it has become impos­ 
sible for such allies as we have to go along 
with a program which is aimed at a defense 
against the rising power of the Soviet Uni­ 
versal State. Public opinion throughout the 
world is war weary, and while the Ameri­ 
can argument has been that E. D. C. is a 
protective against war, we have not been 
able to convince enough people in m o s t 
countries that we are right. 
If such a defense cannot be brought into 
effective being, what are the alternatives 
for the United States? 
I. The hydrogen bomb is obviously a 
weapon of desperation which both sides 
have developed with the object of produc­ 
ing fright. Such a weapon could 
not be 
used by either side without the peril of sui­ 
cide. For instance, if it is true that o n e 
hydrogen bomb can destroy the whole of 
the British Isles or most of its area, who 
will use the bomb against the British? Or, 
conversely, if the British really fear t h e 
use of such a bomb, have they any alterna­ 
tive but to sidle up to both sides of the con- 
: filet to avoid being destroyed by either, or 
to the strongest of the moment, in the hope 
| that he will not bomb them?

United States leads possible en­ 
emies in offensive and defensive 
prcparaUons against this threat. 
which is reported to be valued by 
Moscow' as a more formidable 
weapon of world conquest than A 
or H bombs. 
There are still great gaps in 
our protection against biological 
warfare. They result chiefly from 
the general population’s 
ignor­ 
ance of an disregard for this kind 
of destruction of human, animal 
and food plant life—a 
problem 
which Federal Civil Defense Ad­ 
ministrator Val 
Peterson 
finds 
difficult to remedy without caus­ 
ing undue alarm. 
He urges all state, city 
and 
county officials, as well as phy­ 
sicians, nurses and other public 
health personnel, to write for his 
technical manual on this subject. 
It would be advisable, .too, for 
individuals to obtain it.

RIJJh WORK—Meanwhile, mil­ 
itary and scientific experts at a 
Maryland laboratory outride the 
I apital are preparing for both 


the use of biological warfare and 
defense against 
it. 
They have 
definite knowledge that prospect­ 
ive enemy nations are working 
as feverishly rn this field as in 
that of nuclear energy. 
As expressed by 
Maj. 
Gen. 
E. F. Bullene in a recent issue 
of the Armed Forces Chemical 
Journal, “ Germs, not generals, 
may win the next w a r ” Gener­ 
al Bullene retired as chief chem­ 
ical officer of the Defense De­ 
partm ent a week ago. 
Writing in the same magazine, 
Dr. John J. Phair gives all the 
details about this untried and un­ 
tested form of warfare that na­ 
tional security permits. He has 
been a consultant on this subject 
to the Department of Defense, 
the Federal Public Health Ad­ 
ministration and 
Federal 
Civil 
Defense. He helped to prepare 
the C.D.’s manual on 
this 
un­ 
known enemy.

DANGER—They point out that 
almost every kind of disease, in­ 
fection and pest can be deliver­ 
ed against man, 
animals 
and 
plants by artillery 
shells, 
air­ 
plane bomb* and spray genera­ 
tors, subs and surface craft, and 
by sabotage. In their opinion, the 
most insidious danger is 
from 
inconspicuous 
sabotage 
rather 
than from an aerial fleet drop 
ping toxic stuff. 


Full-scale civilian 
defense 
is 
almost impossible. For one thing 
vaccination of the whole popula­ 
tion is not practicable. Secondly, 
there is no general overall anti­ 
toxin against an unknown combi­ 
nation of hostile germs. 
More 
over, many people are allergic 
to even the simplest kind of vac­ 
cination. 
Another vulnerability factor is 
the delay and difficulty in de­ 
tecting and identifying the act­ 
ual germ (disease) 
which the 
enemy has used. Routine sam p­ 
ling of possibly contaminated air, 
w ater, milk, foods and growing 
crops may take days, weeks or 
months. Principal safeguard is 
the prompt reporting of suspic­ 
ious epidemic*, or of untlfual ab­ 
senteeism in schools, 
factories, 
public offices, churches, 
social 
organizations, etc.

IMPREGNABLE — The United 
States is more impregnable than 
possible enemies against 
germ 
warfare, but not because of any 
specific military or scientific de­ 
fense. Our strength lies in our

The McCarthy Story: 
He Gives Box Score 


Editor’s Note — Sen. Joseph Mc- { 
earthy, in an interview with two 
veteran Associated Press reporters, 
was asked about his cam paign to 
dig out Communists. Here is an 
up-to-date statement of the sena- | 
tor’s views.

WASHINGTON 
T—Sen. Joseph 
McCarthy says “ a sizable num ­ 
ber” of the 81 he listed in a Sen­ 
ate speech four years ago as Com­ 
munists or fellow trav e le rs in the 
State Department ‘‘have been re­ 
m oved.” 
Of 30 or more in defense plants 
who pleaded the Fifth Amendm ent 
before 
McCarthy's 
investigating 
committee, “ they have all 
been 
either suspended or 
fired,” 
the 
senator says. 
The idea of a box score on the 
success of the committee has, he 
says, ‘‘a lot of merit.” 
I 
“ I think it could be useful,” he 
told two questioners in an exclu- 
sive recorded interview. Roy M. 
Cohn, the com m ittee’-' chief coun­ 
sel, also sat in on the session. Here 
are the questions, and McCarthy’s 
answers: 
Q—Some of the chairmen of in­ 
vestigating committees have pub­ 
lished in the Congressional Record 
a box score of the results of what 
they have done. Do you plan any­ 
thing similar to that in the near 
future'* 
McCarthy—It hadn’t occurred to 
me. It might be a good idea. 
Q_\Vouid you consider keeping 
a running box score week by week 
or month by month, or something 
of that sort? 
A—If any of the m em bers of 
the committee wanted if, yes. 
Q—I mean for your ow n personal 
use. You are always alluding to 
how? many Communists were in 
such a position or in such place. 
If you keep a box score, wouldn’t 
you have it at your fingertips? 
A—I think it is a good idea. In 
fact, it is a good idea for the 
speeches from now on. 
Q—How' w'ould you break this 
down, such a box score, in cate­ 
gories? 
You 
have 
talked 
about 
Communists. You don’t usually use 
the words “ fellow traveler.” You 
have said the “Communist asso­ 
ciates.” You have also said “ Fifth 
Amendment Communists.” Would 
you break that down into grada­ 
tions of these people? 
A—I suppose you would have to 
break it down because there is a 
difference between a man who has 
been named an espionage agent, 


a man who has been named as a 
spy in a high planning position, or 
the 
Commuist 
who Is, 
we 
will 
say, driving a truck in a defense 
plant. There is certainly no com ­ 
parison between the two insofar 


a s the damage they can do is con­ 
cerned. 
As I say, it is the first time that 
an idea of keeping a box score 
has been broached. I think it has 


a 
lot of merit. I think it could 
be useful. I think, Roy, you should 
give that some thought. 
What is your present figure for 
the number of Communists, Fifth 
Amendment Communists, and of 
Communists associates, take those 
three 
categories, 
on 
which 
you 
claim you have turned up or your 
com m ittee have turned up? 
A—First, I suppose we will have 
to go back to the old figure of 81 
that I gave to the Senate. A sizable 
number of the 81 have been re­ 
moved from week to week. 
Q—Those are the 8.1 cases you 
cited in that Senate speech? 
A—Yes. That included the 57 that 
I 
mentioned 
over 
at 
Wheeling, 
W.Va. I think the most recent of 
those cases which is getting at­ 
tention is the case of John Paton 
Davies. 
(Davies is counselor to the U.S. 


Em bassy at Lima. Peru. He was I 
cleared se\en times by State D e­ 
partment loyalty-security 
boards, 


and once by the top governm ent 
loyalty 
review 
board under the 
Truman administration. Secretary 
of Stat Dulles has announced that 
Davies will go before a special 
security board to clear up “ con­ 
flicting points” raised in a 
new 


investigation). 
What will be done about his case, 
I don’t know. I frankly couldn’t at 
this time give you a complete list 
of the 81 who have been removed 
from government. In the book that 
I wrote a short time ago—not a 
short time ago—two years ago we 
had a list, which is not up to date 
now. I have no way of following 
the 81 except by a personal investi­ 
gation. Under the present rules, 
under the old Truman order, we 
cannot get that information from 
the government. In other words, 
whether they were discharged for 
security reasons, loyalty reasons 
or what. 
As to defense plants, Roy, how' 
many took the Fifth Amendment 
who 
were 
working 
in 
defense 
plants? Do you remember the fig­ 
ures? 
Cohn—In public session it was 
something over 30 who were fired 
as a result of the investigation. 
McCarthy—What is the figure of 
81 
that somebody gave 
me the 
other day? 
Cohn—That is a composite fig­ 
ure. 
McCarthy—That 
includes 
more 
than Fifth Amendment cases. 
Cohn—It includes Fifth A m end­ 
ment cases but not all of them 
were currently employed at that 
time. 
# 
McCarthy—So as of new’, Roy, 
you would say that over 30 who 
were 
in 
defense 
plants, 
which 
plants in turn were handling classi- 


I fied defense work, have appeared 
before the committee and refused 
to answer whether they were Com­ 
munists on the grounds of self­ 
incrimination; some of them even 
refused to answer whether they 
would sabotage the plant if they 
were ordered to do so by the Com­ 
munist party, and they have all 
been either suspended or fired. 
Cohn—That is conservative. 
McCarthy—I might say that Gen­ 
eral Electric, which does a lot of 
defense work. adopted the rule of 
removing Fifth Amendment Com­ 
munists after we started our hear­ 
ings. Then, of course, keep in mind 
also that at Ft Monmouth, accord­ 
ing to the news stories, som e 32 
individuals were suspended. That 
doesn’t mean that they were all 
guilty. Some of them were rein­ 
stated because they were called 
before our committee and acquitted 
them selves very well, showed they 
had som e Communist connection 
a number of years ago but con­ 
vinced the Army authorities, who 
were listening, that they were not 
bad security risks. I don’t know 
how many of the 30 odd have been 
reinstated because we have been 
tied up in other work recently. 
Q—In connection with that— 
McCarthy—Can I state just one 
other thing? I think you ought to 
pick out some of the worst cases. 
You would take someone like Le­ 
vine who was handling top secret, 
had been for IO years, in tele­ 
communications. They do top se­ 
cret 
radar and electronic 
work, 
and “ crypt.” The day we served 
the subpoena, on Dec. 13, she did 
say she was not an espionage agent 
but refused to tell whether or not 
she had been delivering secret m a­ 
terial to espionage agents. 
O 
I „ F .V .A .W * 
Cohn—Ruth L-E-V-I-NE 
McCarthy—She was before the 
I com m ittee on the 16th, called on 
the 13th. Incidentally, the securi­ 


ty officer over there I think has 
been doing a pretty good job, don’t 


you. Roy? 
Cohn—Yes. He is a former FBI 


man. 
McCarthy—No matter how’ good 
a job they are doing keep in mind 
they can’t put 
a 
witness under j 
oath and swear them ,,subject them 
to indictment for perjury if they 
testify falsely. So the committee 
has quite an advantage in digging 
them out. 
Q—I want to ask you in connec­ 
tion with that what is your attitude 
toward the people in government j 
who you have said in the past, 
“ think like a Communist.” How 
do those people figure in this whole 
supposedly espionage system which 
you are investigating? 
McCarthy—I 
don’t 
recall 
the 
phrase being used in connection 
with Communists. I think I was 
referring to teachers who act like, 
think like and do all the things that 
a Communist would do. You don’t 
know whether they belong to the j 
party or not. 
Q_In your own mind are those 
people as guilty of acting against 
our government as a Communist 
himself, people who think like Com­ 
munists? 
A—Let’s not talk about “ think­ 
ing.” Let take the people who do 
all 
the 
things 
the 
Communists 
would do. 
If they 
are 
teaching 
school, if they 
would teach the 
way they would teach under Com­ 
munist discipline, 
if they follow 
the Communist party line, if they 
are acting as a Communist is act­ 
ing, if they are following a Com­ 
munist line certainly anyone who is 
teaching conspiracy 
and treason 
should not have a captive audience 
in a school. 
Q—Suppose they are not teach­ 
ing conspiracy 
and 
treason 
but 
merely teaching what communism 
is? Is there a difference in your 
view? 
A—Of course there is. I think it 
is impossible to fight communism 
unless you know all apout it. Un­ 
fortunately, many people have con­ 
fused teaching what communism is 
with advocating communism. 
Q—You would draw’ a definite 
I line between telling school students 
what communism is and in some 
way advocating it, then? 
A—There is no comparison. It 
is 
like 
the 
difference 
between 
teaching 
about the dangers and 
the evils of crime or advocating 
murder. 
Q—In that sam e line, Sen. Flan­ 
ders said in the Senate recently 
that while you are active in point­ 
ing out the dangers of communism 
within you seldom mention the dan­ 
gers of com m unism without, that 
you 
seldom 
mention 
Russia. 
Is 
there any reason for that of is that 
true? 
A—I don’t think it is necessary 
for me to talk about the dangers 
of communism from Moscow. That 
is very easy. It is a very popular 
sport, 
You find 
politicians from 
coast to coast during a campaign 
I waving 
their 
arms 
and 
talking 
about the evils of communism a 
couple of thousand miles away; 
while 
there 
is 
certainly 
danger 
from without, the biggest danger 
is from within. 
As Abraham Lincoln said some 
time ago—I can’t quote him ver- 
! batim; I will let you do tliat— 
Q—You flatter me. 
McCarthy—He 
said, 
“ All 
the 
Armies of Europe and Asia com ­ 
bined, with all the wealth of the 
world in their military chests, with 
a Bonaparte as a commander, in 
a trial of a thousand years could 
not make one track upon the Blue 
1 Ridge 
nor could they 
take one 
drink from the Ohio.” He said, 
“ From whence then will danger 


I come. If this country is to be de­ 


stroyed, it will be destroyed from 
within or live for all time to com e.” I 
I agree with that heartily. 
Q—In your investigation— 
A—Let me finish one other thing. 
One Communist spy in the State 
Department, in policy division, can 
do tremendous damage while one 
Communist spy over in Moscow j 
can do us very little damage, 
Q— You mentioned the State D e­ 
partment. When you get around to 
the armed services, however, you 
seem ed thus far to .have investi­ 
gated only the Army in any major 
way. Is there any reason for that? 
A—If we found any Communists 
in the Air Corps or in any other 
branch, we of course would have 
to expose them. 
We 
have 
only 
found them in the Army so far. I 
think 
we 
should 
em phasize 
the 
fact, that the vast majority of the 
officers in the Army who have 
contacted me in regard to this in-* 
vestigation—a 
great many 
have, 
especially in the last week—are 
heartily IOO per cent in favor of 
exposing any Communists that are 
found. 
Our difficulty comes principally 
from the civilian Pentagon politi­ 
cians, if I may refer to them as 
that. 
Q—Arc they in all services, “ the 
civilian 
Pentagon 
politicians” or 
are they only in one, the Army? 
A—Our principal difficulty has 
com e from the legal departments 
so /ar. 
A—Of the Pentagon, represent­ 
ing all the services or the legal 
department of the Army? 
A—Both the 
defense 
establish­ 
ment and the Army. A good ex­ 
ample of how officers feel, I think, 
was demonstrated by Gen. (Kirke) 
Lawton, who is the commanding 
officer of Ft. Monmouth, which we 
investigated. He was before the 
committee. I can’t quote it verba­ 


tim as I don’t have the testim ony 


here. 
Roy, see if this isn’t substan­ 


tially what he said. 
I said, “ General, why did you 
wait until we started our investiga­ 
tion before you started to suspend 
these people with Communist r e c - 1 


u rd s?” 
He said, “ Your question is the 
answer, 
senator. 
He 
said, 
“ I 
wouldn't get the backing until you 
started your investigation.” Then j 
he went on to tell us of all the 
case:!; that 
they had suspended, 
I 
some with very bad records. They 
would get by the 1st Army’s loyal­ 
ty board. Then, of course, if the 
1st A rm y’s loyalty board agreed 
with the com m anding officer at Ft. 
Monmouth, the appeal would be to 
the board in the Pentagon. They 
call it the 
screening board, 
or 
something like that. Almost with­ 
out exception they would reverse 
the findings and send the m an back 
and order him reinstated and back 
pay would be paid to him. That 
board was disbanded, incidentally, 
uring our Ft, Monmouth- hearings. 
A different board was set up with 
different personnel. 
q —There has been som e ques­ 
tion in the m inds of some people, 
which they have expressed p ub­ 
licly, that your objective in this 
com m ittee investigation is to e x ­ 
pose information already in your 
possession rath e r than trying to 
uncover 
new 
information 
about 
people. What do you say to that 
sort of theory in connection with 
your investigations? 
A—I am not sure that I follow 
you o nthat. 
Q—Well, 
there are contentions 
that you 
have 
this Information, 
that you have obtained it some-

WASHINGTON UP> - The United j 
States may have lo get into the 
Indochina 
war to bail out 
the 
French who have been put in jeop­ 


a r d y by the Communist-led Viet- 


minh. 
Over the years this country has j 
spent more than a billion dollars 
trying to bail out the French with 
military equipment. Why, with all 
this help, aren't they winning*? 
The Russians and Red Chinese 
have been helping the Vietminh. j 
But members of Congress, natives 
of Indochina, and American report­ 
ers there all give this as the main I 
reason for rench failure: 
The colonial-minded French do 
not have the wholehearted support 
of the Indochinese. Millions of them j 
for years have been demanding j 
complete independence. This the 
French 
haven't 
given 
them. 
If 
France guaranteed it by a certain 
date, they'd have a stake in want- j 
ing to see the French win. 
Eight million of the Indochinese 
are now in Vietminh-occupied ter­ 
ritory. about 18 
million 
in 
the 
French area 
But millions behind the French 
lines arc cither anti-French or pro­ 
com m unist. Ho Chi Minh, leader 
of the Vietminh, is a lifelong Com­ 
munist. He is also a nationalist. 
H e’s fought for independence all 
his life. 
The Vietminh isn t 
all 
Communist. It has the support of 
som e nationalists who want free­ 
dom from the French. 
The French do not have the sup­ 
port of other Asian people, who 
look upon the war as an attempt 
by the French and the West to 
perpeMiatc, not end, hated colonial­ 
ism . 
This crisis comes at a time when 
the United States had to stand by 
and 
see 
communism 
take 
over 
China and is anxious that no more 
of Asia falls into Red hands. 
The French are sick of the war.

THE edible-podded or sugar pea 
is an entirely different type of 
pea, which can be cooked and 
eaten pod and all. The peas look 
like beans, as shown in the ac­ 
com panying 
Garden-Graph, 
but 
taste like peas. 
The 
pods measure som e 4 1 -j 
inches in length, but are broad, 
indented and contain about seven 
peas. 
Should the pods develop 
too fast to be tender when cooked, 
the peas can be shelled and eaten. 
Norm ally, the pods are stringless 
and without fiber. The wall of tile 
pod is extra thick, as illustrated. 
Another advantage of devoting 
garden space to sugar peas is that 
the bean beetle leaves them strict­ 
ly alone.

It has kept operating largely be­ 
cause of the gold and silver con­ 
tent of its ore.

eminent won’t dump its 
meta! 
stocks on the market later on. 
Some mining men think the mar­ 
ket price of lead would have to 
rise to around 17 cents a pound, a 
gain of at least 3 cents, before 
mine owners would start rehiring 
laid-off miners. 
Privately copper men will tell 
you that they still look for the 
price to come down—perhaps to 
cents—if and when Chile returns 
to the world market with its huge 
pile of metal. 
Copper mine production here has 
been pared because of signs of an 
approaching oversupply. So far the 
cutback has been mostly in costly 
overtime work. Most copper mines 
still operate on a five-dav week.
